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INTRODUCTION 


The  Twelfth  Bulletin  of  North  Carolina  Morbidity  Statistics, 
covering  the  calendar  year  1943?  contains  the  tabulations  listed  in 
previous  bulletins  and,  in  addition,  eight  graphs  stowing  the 
incidence  for  the  last  ten  years  of  typhoid  fever,  whooping  cough, 
tuberculosis,  smallpox,  Rocky  Mountain  spotted  fever,  poliomyelitis, 
endemic  typhus  fever,  and  diphtheria. 

In  1943,  54,509  case  reports  we  re  received  as  compared  to 
66,775  in  1942.  This  decrease  resulted  chiefly  from  a decrease  in 
measles  reports  in  1943 • 

The  rates  per  100,000  population  show  an  increase  for  the  foi- 
ling diseases:  chancroid,  dysentery,  endemic  typhus  fever,  German 

measles,  gonorrhea,  influenza,  meningitis,  paratyphoid  fever,  Rocky 
Mountain  spotted  fever,  scarlet  fever,  septic  sore  throat,  smallpox, 
tularemia,  Vincent's  infection,  and  whooping  cough. 

The  following  diseases  show  a decrease  in  rate:  chicken  pox, 

diphtheria,  malaria,  measles,  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  pellagra, 
poliomyelitis,  rabies,  syphilis,  trachoma,  tuberculosis,  typhoid 
fever,  and  undulant  fever. 

Of  those  diseases  showing  decreases  as  compared  to  the  1942 
reports  the  following  apparently  decreased  as  a result  of  the 
continuation  of  a fairly  definite  downward  trend:  diphtheria, 

malaria,  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  pellagra,  tuberculosis,  typhoid 
fever,  and  undulant  fever. 

While  paratyphoid  fever  shows  an  increase  for  1943  the  trend  for 
the  past  ten  years  has  been  steadily  downward  also. 

Those  diseases  showing  fairly  definite  upward  trends  are: 
chancroid,  endemic  typhus  fever,  and  gonorrhea.  Whether  the  trend 
in  these  instances  is  due  to  increased  reporting  or  actual  increase 
in  incidence  is  not  clear. 

Syphilis  showed  a steadily  rising  rate  up  to  1940,  at  which 
time  a downward  trend  started  that  has  continued  uninterruptedly 
through  1943.
